Dwellers, which we have named 
the Shabarakh Men, showed that

We also 
found rock drawings similar to 
those that have been found on the 
walls of the caves in France where 
the Azalians flourished. 

“This type of culture indicates 
human beings of a type advanced 
far beyond the stage of the Nean- 
dertha! Man, and in view of the 
similarity of the relics of 
these prehistoric Asiatics and those 
of the European Azalians, there is 
no question that there is a con- 
nection between the two. 

“The Shabarakh Men have beén 
the ancertors of the Azalians but 
this is one of the things of which 
we are not certain and « problem 
that we hope to solve, perhaps on 
next year’s expedition. 

“One type of evidence of which 
we found no trace was skeleta) re- 
mains of the ancient race. Appar- 
ently the soll where the Dune 


Dwellers lived was lacking in re- 


placement material, so that the 
bones of bodies buried in it crum- 
bled instead of mineralizing, as is 
the case where fossilized remains 
are. The bones of the dinosaurs 
found near by were totally miner- 
alized but that was because they 
came from an entirely different 
stratum of material dating back to 
the Cretaceous period, millions of 
years before the Dune-Dwellers.

by fine specimens of pottery and 
stone implements showing that the 
men who made them had attained 
a degree of culture far in advance 
of their forefathers, the Dune- 
Dwellers, 


Stone Age Implements 


“The finding of these two types 


of culture in what was virtually 
the same spot complicated our 
work greatly, but it was rendered 
still more complex by a third dis- 
covery in close proximity to the 
other two. This revea the crude 
implements of the Old Stone Age, 
antedating the Dune-Dwellers by 
at least 80,000 years, and closely 
resembling the type of artcrafts 
found in Europe in connection with 
the celebrated Neanderthal Man. 
“To summarize what we have 
thus far discovered in the way of 
evidences of prehistoric man in the 
Gobi, therefore, it amounts to this: 
We have artifacts indicating defi- 
nitely that men lived there 100,000 
years ago. Then there is a gab of 
80,000 years and we come to the 
Dune-Dwellers, who lived 20,000 
years ago. What development took 
place during these 80,000 years, we 
do not know. That is one of the 
problems still to be solved. But 
from the Dune-Dwellers up to Neo- 
lithic times we have a fairly com- 
plete picture of the development. 
“The problems before us now in- 
clude a piecing out of the history 
between the Neanderthal Man and 
the Dune-Dwellers, and an investi- 
gation to ascertain what type of 
human being existed before the 
Neanderthaler. what we 
already I am of] 


| 


the opinion that further research 
may reveal the ancestors of the 
100,000-year-old Neanderthal Man, 
and it may even carry us back to 
the very origin of the human race.” 

In addition to what the explor- 
ers discovered of prehistoric man 
on this year’s expedition, they al- 
so added greatly to the collection 
of animal] remains obtained on the 
expedition of 1923. They found a 
great number of dinosaur eggs, re- 
turning with forty specimens in a 
good state of fossil preservation. 
in addition to many complete skel- 
etons of the big lizards. 


Important Link 

“To my mind, one of the most 
important discoveries of anima) re- 
mains on this expedition, however, 
was the finding of the link between 
reptiles and mammals. This Small 
creature, apparently the ancestor 
of the modern marsuplals, was 
found among the dinosaur remains 
and must have existed at the same 
time, which carries it back 10,000,- 
000 years. It is the oldest type of 
mammal! thus far known.” 

The remains of the beluchitheri- 
um discovered by the expedition 
are of special interest because they 
are believed to represent the larg- 
est mammal! that ever trod the 
earth, a primitive rhinoceros twen- 
ty-four feet long and estimated to 
have weighed about fifteen tons. 

“The skull of a bdeluchitherium 
was found on our former expedi- 
tion and this time we found the 
bones of the legs.” the explorer 
said. “One of our party uncovered 
the end of a gigantic bone imbed- 
ded vertically in the material we 
were investigating at the time. We 
decided that it was the front leg 
of a beluchitherium and immedi- 
ately started to look for the rest of 
the skeleton. 

“We paced off about sixteen feet 
im the direction we thought the 
hind legs should be and started to 
Gig, in due course discovering the 
missing bone, It ocourred te us 


that a beast of this length ought 
to be at least eight feet wide, and 
after taking the proper measure- 
ments, discovered the other front 


leg and then the remaining hind 
leg. The leg bones were the only 
remains found, our geologist in- 
forming us that we were at least 
35.000 years too late to nd the

The director must 
set in motion the paychological 
train which lead up to the climax 
of emotion. I do this by getting 
in and playing the scene on which 
we are working. During the re- 
hearsals, the ‘mood’ of the scene, 
whatever it be—whether comedy, 
drama, or y—spreads from 
Us point or origin before the cam- 
era until it every one 
present: the electricians and car- 
penters no less than the leading 
players. Then, 
ready to photograph rst 
time, anyway. 

“There is another good reason 
why I draw on my acting experi- 
ence and play each scene myself: 
It is a test by which the direc- 
tor can determine if he has ‘psy- 
chologized’ the character correct- 
ty. It may be that in studying the 


scene beforehand I have decided 


upon a certain action or bit of 
‘business. When, on the set, I get 
into the character, I may find that 
thet action does not express the 
character — is false. Unless 1 
played it myself, I might meist 
upon the actor doing it that way. 
Probably it would not seem right 
to him, and he would not do it 
well. All this t* avoided by the 
director’s playing the part him- 
self, and finding out at first hand 
if the psychology of the char- 
acter ts true.” 


NO EMOTIONAL TRICKS

The composition that calls for 
this combination of colors and 
sound is Scriabine’s “Prome- 
theus, which was presented 
some seasons ago in New York 
as an experiment. The color 
inatrument is called “Tastiera 
per ce,” meaning “Colored 
Light Keyboard,” and is 
played in somewhat the same 
fashion as a plano or organ. 

The power of color as an 
emotional influence will be 
tested by the experiment, and 
it may possibly mean more to- 
day than it seemed to during. 
the original production of the 
“musical work in New York, 
when it was considered mere- 
ly freakish. 

Color undoubtedly has certain 
vague powers of this sort that 
have never yet been fully de- 
veloped outside of the fine art 

of painting. These now seem 

on the verge of being revealed 
in a new way in motion pic- 
tures. This fact may possibly 
add something to the signifi- 
cance of the Scriabine compo- 
sition.

PEINTURES INTIMES 
SHOWN BY HATFIELD 


Last week we had occasion to 
consider some thumb box sketches 
by Los Angeles painters that are 
being exhibited at the Woman's 


‘Club em Hollywood, This week we 


will look at a hundred or more 
“intimate pictures” showing, up to 
Christmas Day, in the main gallery 
at Dalzell Hatfield's. 

And how does the intimate pic- 
ture differ from the thumb ton 
sketch? Mainly as to size, no 
doubt, though both sketches and 
intimates display great elasticity 
in this regard. Neither complies 
with any hard and fast rule, either 
may encroach, now and again, on 
the territory of the other, and no 
bones broken. For they are mutu- 
ally friendly at all ‘times, being 
in every sense 
of the word. 

Another point of resemblance be- 
tween them e their technica! spon- 
taneity. The labored sketch and 
the labored intimate doesn’t exist 
or shouldn't. If it is worked over 
it becomes something elee—an ex- 
cellent picture, perhe but with- 
out all the fresh charm of the 
thumb box sketch and the intimate 
study. It becomes the regular gal- 
lery picture. A fine work of art, 
of course—or perhaps—but lack- 
ing the naivete of ite IMtle broth- 


er. 

Sketches and intimates are for 
the art lover witht the fatulent 
purse. He can afferd to buy th. m, 
and, between you and me, his com- 
parative poverty is often a for- 
tunate thing, for it compels him to 
buy what the rich collector is ‘oo 
proud to consider—a little gem that 
is not too costly, a tiny canvas that 
will give him pleasure for the rest 
of his days. For that's the pecu- 
Har miesion of these charming lit- 
tle pictures. 

As in the case of the exhibition 
in Hollywood, the one at Hatfield’s 
is too large, numer! y, to receive 
detailed attention in this column 
I can, however, give you a list of 
the painter represented by one on 
two or more Ittle pictures. “ou 
will discover some of your favor- 
ites among them.

TWO EXHIBITORS AT 
CANNELL-CHAFFIN’S 


Two artiste who differ greatly 
in technica] methods, though each 
is an indefatigable searcher for 
beauty, are occupying the two in- 
ner galleries at Cannel)-Chaffin’s. 
They are Marion Kavanagh 
Wachtel and Hovsep Pushman. 

Pushman, of course, delivers 
his message of esthetic beauty in 
oll, while Mr. Wachtel, as we 
Know. always makes use of water 
color. Though Pushman paints 
figures and still life studies, and 
though Mrs. Wachtel works entire- 
ly in landscape, there is a subtie 
harmony between thbem— har- 
mony of intention that induces 
3 of results. Though they 
difter ely—to all appearance 
you will understand what I mean 
when you study the two exhibi- 
tions. 


Both painters are past masters 
in technical facility. Both are ex- 
quisite in finesse, though their 
handling of the brush is antipoda!. 
Pushman lingers, dreams and 
broods over his work, tenderly 
touching in color here, there, ev- 
erywhere, building up his esthetic 
forms with loving and painstaking 
care. Thus he finally produces the 
almost perfect beauty, the haunt- 
ing. loveliness, the bloom and the

Russian Dancer 
Wins Reward of 


Perseverance 


One of a Yamily of eight work- 
ers, a,self-taught dancer beginning 
at the age of four on top of « 
table, rejected for the Russian 
army because he was born with- 
out thumbs, dancing through the 
war-torn days of the revolution, 
Aleeing from the Bolshevists, es- 
caping to this country and here 
only four years but learning our

A native of Petrograd, Karavaeff 
began dancing when he was only 
a child.

THE NAMING OF | 
THE MARBLE FACES 


At the 1 Baltimore 
there are two women's faces traced 
on the marble wall. The twin 
heads were formed by veins in the 
stone and have been improved 
upon by saw and polisher’s tools. 
The marble in the wall is Persian 
Viola. It is richly colored . and 
lavished with figuring. The profiles 
were evidently begun in some pre- 
historic upheaval of the Persian 
mountains. These heads were 
once one. When the block came 
from the mine a single face 
showed. But the veins were deep 
and the cutter’s saw made two of 
them. Then the polisher’s tools 
brought them into full being. 

The two heads are about normal 
in size and face each other at «@ 
distance of about twelve inches. 
They are situated at the left of the 
main entrance to the custom- 
house, about fifteen feet above the 
base of the stairway. It is not 
known now whether the builders 
get the two faces so near each 
other through accident or design. 
The twins have aquiline noses, high 
foreheads, dark eyebrows and 
lashes, their chins and mouths are 
firm and forceful and great masses 
of blue-black hair cascade down 
their shoulders. Although name- 
less for unknown centuries these 
faces have now been named. 

Their names were suggested by 
W. Winslow, a former stone 
carver and setter, now in charge 
of the mechanical! work at the cug- 


temhouse. nt investigations 
revealed that less than half the 
employees at the customhouse 


had seen or heard of these great 
stone faces. However, once the 
faces were pointed out to the em- 
ployees they all agreed that they 
Should be named, and that Mr. 
Winslow's suggestion could not be 
equaled. One employee Went so 
far as to say: “No other names 
would do at all Enduring as the 
marble is, those names—signifying 
ene of the sweetest stories the 
world hes ever known—di'm sure 
will be much more nearly ever- 
lasting So now the twin stone 
faces there on the customhouse 
wall are called Ruth and Naomi.

DIGGER INDIAN DIET 


Grasshoppers and Oak Eating Cat- 


The Mendocino _ county was 
sparsely inhabited by isolated 
tribes of Digger Indians whose 
range of intercommunication was 
so small that a diflerent language 
was found in almost every tribe. 
They were probably the most 
harmiess and the least warlike of 
all our aboriginal inhabitants. They 
did not possess the art of making 
pottery, but wove water-tight bas- 
kets willow roots in which they 
cooked by dropping red-hot stones. 
They lived by hunting and fishing 
and obtaining native produce. They 
had no agriculture. 

In their attacks on grasshoppers 
they either bullt a long low hedge 
of inflammable sticks, herded the 
grasshoppers through the flames to 
the end of singeing their wings: or 
it the earth were soft, Stuck a 
round stick in the ground, which, 
by being revolved, created a smal! 
pit, large at the top and bottom 
like an old-fashioned backgam- 
mon dice box. They placed these 
pits at intervals with a brush 
screen between and drove the in- 
sects into them. The hoppers were 
sitghtly toasted before being eat- 
en, as were the oak-eating cater- 
pillars, which weve also esteemed. 

In their pursuit of yellowjackets 
and their larvae they took lessons 
from the bear, which, having found 
a yellowjacket hole, proceeded to 
beat down on it with alternate 
paws, humming pleasantly during 
the process. When the last of the 
outcoming yellowjackets were 
smashed, the comb containing the 
larvae and their food supply was 
dug up and eaten with great relish. 

The Indians, on thelr part, ob- 
tained heavy leaved evergreen 
branches and, sitting one on each 
side of the hole, alternately smote 
the enraged parents as they ap- 
peared, humming in careful imita- 
tion of the bear. The larvae and 
como were dug up, treated with a 
little fire, and greatly prized. 

One of their chief foods was 
acorns, and they managed to soak 
out the objectionable bitterness of 
bay nuts and buckeyes. They ap- 
preciated berries and knew the nu- 
tritive qualities of roots and grass 
seed forgotten by the white man. 
Their tastes in meat and fish, as 
in other respects, they boasted, 
were the same as those of a bear.

AMTIVITIES OF THAT FOUNDED 
AT TIRANA, ALBANIA, BY 
AMERICANS TOLD 


Revolution in Albania does not 
seem to halt the amazing progress 
of the vocational training school 
at Tirana, which was founded 
nearly four years ago by Amer- 
ican Junior Red Cross and is be- 
ing directed by an American edu- 
cator, Harry T. Fultz. For the last 
two years the school] has received 
assistance from the Albanian gov- 
ernment; but that would not have 
been sufficient to keep it alive with- 
out the co-operation of the Amer- 
ican Juniors, says the Red Cross 
Courier. 

The students aided in erecting 
the buildings, in placing the ma- 
chinery in the shops, in tending the 
farm and in many other ways, 
getting their lessons by actually 
doing the work necessary to house 
and operate the school. It is the 
Work of these enthubiastic stu- 
dents that gives the human inter- 
est touch to the monthly reports 
of the school’s directing officer, 
who teaches mathematics, me- 
chanical drawing and elementary 
electricity in addition to superin- 
tending the entire institution. In 
a report to the national director 
of the American Junior Red Cross, 
Mr. Fultz says: 

“Karly in September the pajnt- 
ing of the woodwork of the class- 
room building was completed. This 
work was done throughout by a 
crew of boys under the direction 
of a foreman. Work has been 
going forward on certain pieces 
or furniture to equip laboratories, 
classrooms and office. This work 
has been done in large part by an 
Albanian carpenter, assisted at 
times by boys assigned to him. A 
great deal of the machine — 
has been done by the bo 


the carpenter, working at a 
during the time while the light 
plant has been in operation. Ar- 


ticles so far completed include a 
filling case for the office records, a 
cupboard for office supplies, a case 
for chemicals and laboratory sup- 
plies, a large table equipped with | 
racks and sinks for use in chem 
istry, tables and benches for study 
room and map cases for geography 
and history rooms. 

“In the summer two surplus 
wood-working benches were traded 
for a bench saw which, owing to 
its sojourn of a year or two in Al- 
bania, was in a rather bad state 
of repair. The class has made 
a number of new parts, has worked 
out the transmission and installed 
it, so that now the school has a 
bench saw to be used for much 
of the work that formerly was 
done by hand, or rather poorly on 
the hand saw. Another piece of 
equipment is a cut-off saw. This 
will be used principally for saw- 
ing wood, replacing the time-hon- 
ored two-hand crosscut saw that 
has been doing duty since the 
plant was started last year. The 
boys who have regularly been as- 
signed to the woodpile on the 
Thursday workday will have no 
regrets in spite of the fact that 
crosscut sawing is a most excel- 
lent developer of the body. 

“During the month of Septem- 
ber a shelter was begun for the 
purpose of having a storage place 
for forage and for tools. The tim- 
ber used in this building was cut 
on the farm and the roof was 
thatched with straw from the rye 


FRENCH IMMORTALS 
FOES OF INNOVATION 


Most persons know little or 
nothing about the inside of the 
French academy. Seldom does the 


public see more of the building 
that shelters our immortals than 
the domed hall, where each section 
holds its annual public meetings 
and academic receptions. 

This hall is in a way the facade 
of immortality to such an extent 
that it is often identified with the 
whole Palais Mazarin, where the 
five sections of the Institute of 
France have held their sessions for 
nearly a century and a quarter. 

It is under the dome that one 
sees our immortals on parade. That 
is where they usually appear in 
their green uniforms, where their 
imposing learning is displayed, 
where their wits seintillate, and 
where they are wont to give each 
other a thrust now and then for 
the pleasure of the galleries. 

But only once or twice a year 
are the members thus on exhibi- 
tion. Rarely does the outer world 
see them in the humdrum routine 
of their academic existence, with- 
out their green palms, their swords 
and their crescent hats. And yet 
they are, perhaps, even fuanier in 
private than in public. 

No matter what the section to 
which they belong, they all seem 
to cast from the same mold. They 
are invariably—-I do not know of | 
a single exception—enemles of m- 
novation, clarity and light. The 
moment you enter the structures 
that cluster under the shadow of 
the dome where the immortals 
live out their dull lives you scent 
the atmosphere of a mausoleum. 
You fee] that you are in a necropo- 
lis when you. behold the crowded. 
dusty marble or bronze busts of 
ancient academicians gazing at you 
there with an expr n of ennui 
and disenchantment. 

Everything seems to belong to 
another age—the asthmatic eleva- 
tor that takes minutes to reach the 
next floor: the solled carpet run- 
ners that cover the shabbily waxed 
wooden stairs; the windows, whose 
panes have never been washed; 
the ceilings, where cobwebs have 
gathered undisturbed since the 
reign of Louis Philippe; the green 
covers on the tables of the com- 
mitteg rooms that, with traditional 
economy. have been turned; the 
roomy armchairs, whose stuffin 
peers out through their ragge 
upholstery; the window shades that 
forgot their original color full fifty 
years ago. 

Yes, the very building is a stern, 
uncompromising stronghold of tra- 
dition. It remains precisely what 
it was when it was rebullt and en- 
larged a century or more back, 
except that recently a central heat- 
ing plant and electric lights have

Here, 
again, there was a head-on coll 
sion with traditions and customs 
of the East. People said: 

Ah, but you are entirely too 
good to your cows. In Albania it 
is not done so. To treat a cow 
like that brings tears to one's 
eyes.’ 

“Whereupon we explained that 
we regretted that we were so far 
from Cadis, otherwise we would 
make the floors of cork, which 
makes much the best insulation 
and leaves the cows more at ease. 
However, we pointed out that a 
bit of bedding would overcome 
some of the disadvantages and we 
hoped to get the cows through the 
year without serious discomfort.” 

As the year closed a cheerful 
letter came to national headquar- 
ters which made the happiness of 
five boys in the Tirana school cer- 
tain for the next three years. The

Cities throughout the nation that have tried the experiment 
have abandoned it for the better and more economical service offered by pri- 
vately owned companies. Personal initiative has won a signal victory in each 
instance. Taxpayers footing the bills have found municipal ownership of pub- 
lic utilities a constant drain on their resources with costs rising and service retro- 
grading. Plants have either been junked or sold to the private concerns in many 
cases after a decade of operation and consideration of the red ink on the 


ledgers. 


In numerous instances the taxpayers 


discovered that glowing promises fer lower 


cost and better service in‘water, light gas and power utilities, made by politicians prior 
to elections, could not be fulfilled. With managerial positions that required not only busi- 
ness but technical training at the disposal of the politicians the temptation to fill such 
with the idea of insuring the political tenure in office of the politician was too great in 


many cases. 


Public utility organizations became political machines managed primarily to keep 
certain politicians in power. Unable to cope with privately owned companies where effi- 
ciency in all departments was demanded of each employee the municipal plants, be- 


cause of such inherent weaknesses, were doomed to failure. 


Lincoln's statement that you can 
fool all of the people some of the 
time and some of the people all of 
the time, but not all of the peo- 
ple all of the time is proved by 
reports from Northern Minnesota 
and South Dakota, areas famous 
for such experiments.

VAST OPPORTUNTTY 
The atialogy is intensified, in Mr. 
Coatés’s opinion, by a considera- 
tion that $00,000 to 1,000,000 sets 
of trade gloves are hammering on 
our side door and if someone 


. doesn't open it soon, the door will 


come down in a mass of commer- 
cial splinters and we'll be 
in the debris. 

The 1,000,000 sets of trade gioves 
represent the minds and hands of 
approximately 1,006,000 persons 
who live and make their living in 
the intermountain country. 

During the last eighteen 
months, or, to be more exact, the 
eighteen-month period ending Ju- 
ly 1, last, 1,000,000 pairs of Inter- 
MBountain hands garnered 17,332 
@arioads of co odities that were 
projected by ermountain minds 
into Southern California as the 


most logical point of absorption 
end delivered to Southland con- 
sumers tain business 
gcumen. 

SOUTHLAND OUTLET 


These shipments included Deans 
and peas, butter and 
cannued goods of various descrip- 
tions, eggs and poultry, dried and 
fresh fruits, vegetables, grains and 


their by-products, such as flour 


and meal; hay, straw and alfalfa, 
horses and mules, cattle and 
calves, sheep and goats, hogs and 
salt. The figures do not cover ship- 
ments of mineral products, such 
as gold, silver, coal, iron, lead, all 
of which are finding a steadily 
inéreasing market in Southern Cal- 
ifornia and partic@larily Los An- 
geles because of the steadily grow- 
ing number of manufacturing ac- 
tivities here. 

“Southern California is the nat- 
ural outlet for this territory,“ 
states Mr. Coates in his summary 
of the situation, “evidenced by the 
fact that in the year 1924 some 
12,347 carloads of products of their 
soll, including o, were shipped 
into Los Angeles. 

“This figure will be largely aug- 
mented this year because of the 
enormous crops that have been 
raised during this crop season. 
Buyers from our produce houses 
told me they expect to ship 7000 
cars of potatoes out of Idaho into 
Southern California this year. Last 
year we received 3160 carloads of 
potatoes from the same territory. 
In this connection, railroad trans- 
portation figures reveal that, in 
addition to the Idaho shipments 
of potatoes, thirty more carloads 
of potatoes destined for Southern 
California consumption originated 
at pointe in Utah. 

POPULAR MARKET 

“In 1924.” continues Mr. Coates, 
“130 carloads of apples were 
shipped into Los Angeles from the 
Intermountain country and this 
year the Twin Falls section alone

But the 
soundness of income-property in- 
vestments is attested by the fact 
that loans on property of this class 
is the basis of most banking and 
insurance cOmpany loans.”

ject of “free publicity” in its relation to the motor industry. 


Writing 


from the corporations headquarters in South Bend, Ind., under date 
of November 13, Mr. Erskine says in part: 


“As the publisher of a newspa-? 


per, you have doubtless read, lis- 
tened to, and possibly been the au- 
thor of denunciations of the ‘Free 
Publicity Evil. In such discus- 
sions (among publishers, editors 
and advertising managers of news- 
papers) the automobile industry 
usually figures as chief culprit. 
“This letter is to express the at- 


titude of the Studebaker Corpora- 
tion of America on this subject. 

“Newspapers have done a splen- 
did patriotic work in promoting 
good roads, improved traffic con- 
trol, etc. Newspapers render great 
service to their readers by suggest- 
ing routes for pleasant tours, and 
by collecting and distributing road 
information. As long as this ma- 
terial is not associated with the 
boosting of any particular car, ac- 
cessory, manufacturer, or dealer 
it is mot ‘free publicity.’ 

“At times, of course, there are 
items of real news connected with 
a business institution the size of 
Studebaker. These should nnd 
a place in the main news or finan- 
celal section of every paper regard- 
less of advertising schedules. But 
such genuine news an stand on 
its own feet with city editor and 
finencial editor. It is not what 
we mean by ‘free publicity.’ 

“We are as much opposed to 
‘free publicity’ as any editor 
We consider it an evil and would 
be glad to see it eliminated. There 
is no more reason why you should 
print pictures of automobiles than 
of pianos and. washing machines. 
Gossip of the automotive trade is 
no more entitled to space than 
gossip of the department stores. 

“The practice of giving free 
publicity has been instrumental 
in increasing the rates for auto- 
mobile advertising without propor- 
tlonate return. It seems to us 
wasteful from the standppint of 
advertiser ag well as publigher.”

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DELIGHTFUL fascination hovers 
A about the walnut grove in autumn 

The lazy, smoky atmosphere, crisp 
mornings and warm afternoons, the crunch 
of fallen leaves under foot, the ever-present, 
methodical puttering of Old Mexico patient- 
ly harvesting the bounty of a land over 
which she once held domain—all afford 
great fodder for the sentimentalist, and 
generally an inspiration to even the most 
hardened growe 


The calloused individual last named is 
usually entitled to every bit of inspiration 
he can get for nothing. He needs it. Asa 
walnut grower, he may need it more than 
ever this year. It is not because any- 
thing is wrong: with the industry. On the 
contrary, business is good. The preharvest 
crop was good, Harvest weather was ex- 
cellent. What is wrong? Quality! Not ev- 
erywhere, but in most districts. "Tis the 
vision of cull nuts that shatters his dream. 


Like some of the queens of the celluloid 
and the boulevards, cull nuts may be bean- 
tiful, but dumb. 
beautiful, but dumbness may characterize 
them just the same. Their skulls are either 
empty or the contents show signs of arrest- 
ed development. Such individuals serve 
no vital need and only gum up traffic for 
those endowed with solid matter. 

Why this much ado about nothing inside 
a nutshell? Here's the answer: The cull 
walnut is the toughest nut for the industry 
to crack today. Overproduction ef good 
nuts is fair meat for hot-stove-league argu- 
ment. Overproduction of cull and near 
grade stuff is with us right here, today, 
and no argument about it. 

In a nutshell, there must be a sound 
kernel, or the California walnut industry 
will not find the sea as smooth for sailng as 
in the past. 

Leaders in the industry have recognized 
a menace in the cull for some time, and 
have even extended the battle into the terri- 
tory of near-grades. Individual growers, 
however, have for the most part refused to 
see farther than the tips of their noses, con- 
tented or disgruntied only to the extent of 
the quality they’ve produced at home. Now. 
with the 1925 crop undergoing a general 
post-mortem and raking over the coals, 
there is a hopeful turn for the better. 

The turn is more than-hopeful. A vague- 
ly expressed sentimént here and there, a 
jab in the ribs from powers behind the pay 
check, a quick glance over the shoulder at 
the 1925 cull pile, have all contributed to 
the generation of one great big hunch. And 
that hunch is that with the advent of 1926, 
there will begin a widespread campaign 
for quality nuts, a campaign of greater in- 
tensity and broader participation than has 
ever before been known. 

In other words, the fun is just beginning.

ARE informed by Department of

The chestnut blight, 
he pointed out, came from a foreign land, 
and today practically all the magnificent 
chestnut forests of New England have been 
destroyed by it. The Oriental fruit worm 
is firmly established in half a dozen North- 
ern States and is spreading west and south 
with no control measures discovered. Cit- 
rus canker from J cost State and Fed- 
eral authorities ,000,00C before it was 
subjected. Blister rust is an immigrant 
which has destroyed vast areas of white 
pine timber. The Japanese beetle has be- 
come a serious orchard and garden pest in 
the East, and officials are trying to antict- 
pate its spread.

Murrietta Ships Lettuce 
for First Time 


RIVERSIDE.—Head lettuce of the New 
York Special variety is now being shipped 
at the rate of two to three carloads per day 
from Murrietta direct to New York mar- 
kets. For the first time in the history of 
the fertile dry-ranching district. Murrietta 
soll is producing a lettuce crop which is 
graded U. 8. No. 1 by State inspectors.

Pressure Tests Fruit 


The difficulty experienced in deciding on 
the maturity of deciduous fruits has finally 
resulted in a pressure machine which is 
believed to be of great value to the commer- 
cial interests of the industry. It consists of 
a slightly rounded plunger with apparatus 
for forcing it into sample fruits and a 
gauge registering the pressure required. It 
has been found that the pressure test 
gives a very uniform and definite indica- 
tion of the relative maturity of the fruits, 
being more relable and satisfactory than 
any method formerly used. The machine 
is the result of investigations made in this 
State by Dr. J. R. Magnus of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, in con- 
nection with the University of California 
and the Bureau of Fruit and Vegetable 
Standardization of the State Department of 
agriculture.

Big Plantings of Peas 
and Tomatoes 


CALIPATRIA.—Wilkinson Brothers, who, 
in conjunction with the San Diego Fruit and 
Produce Company, finished seeding 300 
acres to peas the first of November, start- 
ed the planting of 120 acres of tomatoes the 
middle of the month. This firm has been 
growing tomatoes on its ranch near the 
Highline canal northeast of Calipatria, for 
the past few years and found it so profit 
able an industry that the acreage of the 
previous year will be doubled. For several 
weeks the firm has had a crew of fifteen 
Mexicané breaking arrowweeds along the 
canal near its ranch. The tomato seed is 
Planted in hills in the field and after the 
Plants come up they are protected by a 
windbreak of arrowweeds and newspapers. 
If a full stand is not secured, new large 
plants are taken from hotbeds and trans- 
planted in the field. 

The San Diego Fruit and Produce Com- 
pany, with Wilkinson Brothers is also farm- 
ing large acreages to vegetables, principal- 
ly peas, in Idaho, in other parts of Califor- 
nia and in Mexico. With its Imperial Val- 
ley connections, it is now supplying the 
‘merchants of Calffornia and eastern mar- 
kets with green peas practically every 
month in the year.

Says Cotton Is Good 
Crop for Dairymen 


CORCORAN.—The Boswell cottonseed oil 
mill has commenced operations and has 
been run twenty-four hours a day. It has 
a capacity of from 800 to 1000 gallons of 
oil daily, from each run of thirty tons of 
seed. The mill produces cold press cake 
seed meal. It is the first establishment of 
ites kind in the San Joaquin Valley. J. G. 
Boewell, Los Angeles, one of the owners, 
says that the mill has been paying $35 a 
ton for cotton seed and that at this price 
there is no profit. The price of the oil is 
governed largely by cotton pricés. Last year 
the oi] brought 9 1-2 cents a pound, while 
this year it selis for 8 1-4 cents. 

Mr. Boswell believes that cotton growing 
should be adopted by the dairymen. If a far- 
mer with 150 acres in alfalfa would plant 
cotton on 80 acres of his land, he says, he 
should be able to get eighty bales of cot- 
ton and forty tons of seed. He would get 
$8000 to $10,000 for the cotton lint and the 
seed cake he got from the mill would go as 
far as his hay from a feed standpoint. 

He is strongly in favor of the planting of 
Acala seed exclusively. Last year he 
shipped in several tons of select Acala 
seed, and as it produced excellent resulta, 
he is doing the same this season.

Dur- 
ing the same period the packing-houses of 
the county shipped 88,245 boxes of or- 
anges, or 221 cars. There are 40 care of 
citrus fruit in storage in the county. Six- 
ty-Ave care of lemons were picked during 
the month of October and the estimate for 
November is seventy-four cars. For the 
year ending November 1, the packing-houses 
of the county distributed among the growers 
1,820,227 ‘rom the sale of the fruit.

After traveling extensively in the wilds of Africa, 
Mr. Denny went on a hunting expedition to India 
and Ceylon, where we now find him. Editor. 


T WAS my intention when I landed at 
Colombo, in the southern portion of Cey- 
lon, to go into the interior on an extens- 

ve hunt for elephants. For I had heard 
that tifere were still many herds of tuskers 
to be found in the vicinity of Hambantota, 
with occasionally an outlaw or “rogue” ele- 
phant at large and doing enormous damage 
io the cultivated patches of the natives. 

Although I had hunted elephants in other 
countries and knew the hardships and dan- 
gers to be encountered, I felt it should not 
be especially difficult for me to dispose of 
at least one of the huge animals. 

Naively, and disregarding past experience, 
{ thought that all I had to do was to place 
my 470 rifle behind an elephant's ear, pull 
che trigger, and then climb upon him and 
nave my picture taken. But I was to have 
ther experiences before my encounter with 
t lone elephant, which was quite different 
‘rom what I had anticipated. 

Rogue elephants had been proscribed by 
the Ceylon government and anyone desir- 
ing a free permit to kill one and a little ex- 
eitement was accommodated. The “rogue” 
s usually a bull elephant that has broken 
away from the herd or has been cast out by 
the younger bulls. He roams at large, plun- 
dering crops and destroying native shambas, 
and in many cases trampling out the lives 
of natives. 

After obtaining a license from the govern- 
ment, I hastily organized my shikari and 
boarded a train, but found no elephant 
awaiting me upon my arrival, nor did I 
easily find anyone who knew anything about 
one. Not being versed in the language, and 
my own servant also being ignorant of it, 
made it very difficult to get definite informa- 
tion. Finally I found an old man who said 
he knew what I wanted and who offered to 
accompany me to the spot. 

Getting my traps together, I started off 
with my new guide in the lead. We traveled 
over more territory that afternoon than I 
thought was contained in the entire island. 
Never, it seemed, had I been so tired and, 


hot. Eventually we arrived at a suitable 
camp site after nightfall, and pitched our 
tents. 

Because of the intense heat, I decided 
next morning to wait and break camp an 
hour before sun down, intending to travel 
at night instead of by day. So I lounged 
around camp all day, occasionally answering 
a call to shoot a crocodile that my shikaris 
found snoozing on the large rocks at the 
edge of the large pond (or tank, as the na- 
tives called it) near our camp. Early in the 
afternoon I was aroused from my cot, where 
I had gone to try to get a little nap before 
breaking camp, by a native boy, who was 
breathless and apparently much excited by 
something he had seen. . 


All my servants gathered around me gesti- 
culating, and my personal servant secured 
my .470 and urged me to follow the excited 
boy. I was a bit doubtful whether I should 
go or not, as it was in an entirely different 
direction from that in which I was going, 
and I needed the rest for my night travel- 
ing. However, I decided to go and find out 
what was making this boy so eager that I 
should follow him. Naturally, I thought it 
was the rogue elephant I had come to get, 
although it was in the wrong direction. 


At any rate, I followed the boy, breaking 
into the jungle at a right angle to the main 
road and following the course of the tank's 
shores to a point directly opposite my 
camp. The shores of this tank were pretty 
well over-grown with bramble and jungle 
bush, and there was occasionally an open 
beach where all kinds of jungle folk spent 


their time wading and wallowing in the 


slimy mud. 

Eventually we arrived near the open 
beach, but to get closer necessitated quite a 
bit of maneuvering on our part and crawling 
on our stomachs, which we did for fully 
three hundred yards. I could understand by 
this time the reason for the extra precau- 
tion the boy was taking. He was unwilling 
to take any unnecessary risk of being seen 
by whatever he was stalking. At no time 
did he show his head until we had arrived at 
the edge of the perpendicular bank of the 
tank. 

To my right I could see two rows of bram- 
ble bushes, but could not see how far they 
extended, but supposed they marked the in- 
let to the tank. We had been crawling along 
an old elephant trail, and upon rounding 
a bend I saw that what I took for the inlet 
was really a small cove. It was evident

mucus. And finally, the vacuum produced 
by pressure on the ribs constitutes a more 
direct method of regaining normal respira 
tion. 

Bruises and Bumps.—These are treated 
best by the application of wet packs 
preferably cold. Cold will prevent the for- 
mation of an infammation or suppuration. 
Some people recommend beefsteak. At 
that, it is better to take beefstead ‘external- 
ly than internally. 


Burns and Scalds.— When clothing 
catches fire many people lose all presence 
of mind and rush wildly about seeking re- 
lief away from the spot of conflagration. 
Thig will merely cause the flames to in- 
crease and spread and often will resuit 
fatally. The best and quickest method ‘of 
extinguishing the fire is to throw oneself 
upon the ground and smother the flames by 
rolling about. If there is any material pres 
ent in the form of a rug or blanket or even 
clothing, roll it about the body so as to 
smother the flames. 


The best treatment for burns is a mixture 
of ordinary baking soda and olive oil. The 
sodium neutralizes the poisonous acids 
which form in the sores, and the of] keeps 
the flesh in a softened condition. 

Choking.—Many people choke as a result 
of swallowing or rather trying to swallow 
fish bones with the bone sticking in the 
throat and refusing to budge. Slap the 
patient vigorously between the shoulders. 

this does not work, compress the nos- 
trils; the mouth will then be forced open. 
Introduce the finger of the other hand and 
try to grasp the object of trouble. If this 
is impossible, tickle the palate with a 
feather or with a handkerchief rolled to a 
point. This will result in coughing which 
may dislodge the obstruction. “The same 
may be applied to a child. In the manner 
of George Ade we draw our moral from this 
experience—"Do not eat fish or it will stick 
you.” 

Convulsions.—There are many causes of 
convulsions, among the most common of 
which are convulsions due to congestion of 
the blood in the brain, abnormal pressure of 
gas on the heart, or excessive toxemia irri- 
tating the nervous system. 

For first aid, place the sufferer in a re 
cumbent position with the head slightly 
raised. Prepare a mixture of hot water and 
lemon juice and have the drink sipped. An 
enema should be administered as soon as 
possible. Apply wet packs to the neck or 
extremities, draw the blood to the surface 
and promote elimination of poisons. If the 
attack be severe, give full hot bath of body 
temperature to last from ten to fifteen min- 
utes. Follow with brisk cold salt water rub. 

Cuts and Wounds.—All cuts and wounds 
should be cleaned with warm or cold water 
diluted with a mild antiseptic. Do not use 
lotions, salves, ointments or any external 
application of any kind. The sun and air 
will heal more quickly and with more et- 
fectiveness than all the drugs ever manu- 
factured. If the wound is painful, immerse 
frequently in cold water or allow cold water 
to flow continuously over the wound. 

Foreign Bodies in Ears.—Turn on side 
with affected ear up. Inject warm olive oil 
to ear and remove by using a wire loop. 
Be careful in the use of this loop. In cases 
of beans or peas do not use water: this 
will cause swelling. Use wire loop as men- 
tioned above. Foreign bodies in nostrils 
may be removed the same way. 

Eye Injuries.—Place cold applications over 
the eye if it is inflamed or bruised. This 
will prevent discoloration and reduce in- 
fl€ammation if applied promptly. 

Fainting.—Place the head lower than the 
rest of the body. Open clothing wherever 


‘there is constriction and expose to draft or 


fresh air: if necessary use a fan. To stim 
late heart action, sprinkle or dash cold wa- 
ter over the face and neck; if convenient, 
apply alternate hot and cold fomentations 
to the spine. Massage in a passive way to 
extremities. If breathing is slow apply arti- 
' ficial respiration as given above. When the 
patient revives do not give him alcoholic 
stimulants of any kind. The reaction may 
be a bad one. Rather give him sips of 
cold water mixed with fruit juices. 
Freezing.—All frozen parts should be 
rubbed vigorously with ice, water or snow. 
Do not under any circumstances give alco 
holic Nquids to stimulate heart action. Rub 
the affected parts gently at first and then 
more briskly. Care should be taken as the 
affected parts are brittle and may break.

Hiccough.—This is a spasmodic contrac 
tion of the diaphragm caused by a nervous 


irritation of some kind. The cause may ve 


digestive disturbance. As_a rule hiccoughs 
do not require specific attention. Often- 
times sipping water will stop it. An osteo 
path or a chiropractor can often stop it 
with a short treatment. 

Nose Bleed:—Apply cold compresses to 
the neck at the base of the brain. Sniff 
cool water mixed with lemon juice. This 
contracts the capillaries. Relax and sit up- 
right. If bleeding does not stop plug a wad 
of clean cotton up the nostril, Many times 
bleeding is a form of elimination. However, 
if continuous and weakening, it should be 
stopped. 

Poisoning.—Potsoning, since it constitutes 
one of the most serious first aid problems, 
requires carefully thought out emergency 
action, promptly applied, with definite mo- 
tives in view. There are very serious con- 
ditions of poisonings much too numerous to 
specify. 

However, broadly speaking, we can divide 
them into two main groups. First, those 
which destroy life or health by reason of 
their toxic effects; second, those which in- 
jure because of their chemically corrosive 
action. 

In the first group, we have poisons such 
as ptomaine, botulinus infection, and the ac- 
cidental swallowing of various medicines in 
poisonous quantities. 

The treatment involved in cases of poison- 
ing coming under the first classification 
should revolve mainly. on the question of 
their elimination from the body. In such 
cases, the first necessary step is the cleans- 
ing of the stomach. There are many ways 
to do this. Tickle the throat with the 
finger or any other object to induce vomit- 
ing. The stomach must be emptied several 
times. In emergencies, use emetics in the 
form of mustard, common salt, or powdered 
alum. Lukewarm water diluted with 
is very simply prepared and quite effective. 
After the emetic, use milk to sooth the in- 
flamed membrances. Warm enemas should 
be given to free the intestines of existing 
poigons. When the patient is strong 
enough, cause a sweat in bed and give a 
friction rub to the skin to create elimina- 
tion through the skin. Watch the diet. A 
fruit juice diet is preferable after a condi- 
tion of this kind until the system gives no 
indication of retention of poison. 

Those poisons which corrode afid eat away 
the stomach linings should be treated in an 
entirely different manner. Here, our object 
is primarily the protection of the stomach 
walls. For this purpose substances which 
form a pastelike emulsion will serve . Tme 
patient should be given milk, the whites of 
raw eggs, mashed potatoes, dough, white 
flour bread, cooked cereal, starch, corn 
starch or tapioca. If the poison is a strorg 
acid, as a rule, alkalis should be given.
